still to be seen aud mark It as distinc­ 
tive in this respect. 
It is one of the 
very few of the national flugs having 
fifteen bars as well as fifteen stars, be­ 
ing issued at a time just preceding the 
standardization of the number of the 
stripes as thirteen, with the addition 
o f a star in the case of each new state. 
This flag has been on exhibition ii. 
th e <»lder National museum building. 
w here if was deposited in 1907 as a 
loan by its owner, Eben Appleton or 
N ew York, grandson of Colonel George 
Armistead, the heroic officer in charge 
o f Fort McHenry during this battle, 
*?ut In 1912 it was officially presented 
the government and left iii the mu* 
«euto.
